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FOREWORD 

This Indian Standard ( Second Revision ) was adopted bj^ the Bureau of Indian Standards, after 
the draft finalized by the Timber Stores Sectional Committee had been approved by the Civil 
Engineering Division Council. 

General requirements for wooden tool handles are covered by IS 620 : 1985 ^Specification for 
wooden tool handles — General requirements {fourth revision )'. A series of standards have been 
prepared for various hand tools and for use with these hand tools, a series of standards for the 
corresponding wooden handles are being prepared.. This standard deals with the wooden tool 
handles for picks and beaters conforming to IS 273 : 1983 'Specification for picks and beaters 
( third revision )'. 

This standard was first published in 1964 and then revised in 1980. In this second revision, 
reference has been given to the latest version of IS 620 which recommends room temperature 
for linseed oil used for treatment of the handles. This revision therefore deletes the correspond- 
ing clause recommending a temperature of 90*C. 

The committee responsible for the preparation of this standard is given at Annex A. 

For the purpose of deciding whether a particular requirement of this standard is complied with 
the final value, observed or calculated, expressing the result of test or analysis, shall be rounded 
off in accordance with IS 2 : 1960 'Rules for rounding off numerical values ( revised )\ The number 
of significant places retained in the rounded off value should be the same as that of the specified 
value in this standard.

4.1 Handles for picks and beaters shall be 
manufactured from any of the timbers specified 
for Class I bandies in accordance with IS 620 : 
1985. 

4.2 Blanks shall be well-seasoned ( preferably 
air-sea?oned) to moisture content not exceeding 
15 percent and not less than 8 percent. These 
shall be free from centre heart ( pith ), any kind 
of decay ( rot ), checks, shakes, splits ( except 
hair splits ), borer holes, warp and any other 
defect, except those permitted in the finished 
handles (je* IS 620: 1985). 

5. MANUFACTURE 

5.1 Handles shall be manufactured from seaso- 
ned and selected blanks and shaped as shown 
in Fig. 1. 



5.2 The treatment to be provided to the handles 
shall be as given in 5.1.1 of IS 620 : 1985. 

6 DIMENSIONS AND TOLERANCES 

6.1 Dimensions 

Handles shall conform to the dimensions as 
shown in Fig. 1 and Fig. 2. 

6.2 Tolerances 

The following tolerances shall be permissible: 

a) Where the head of the tool fits '^ l^^ 
^ — U mm 

b) At other places ± 2 mm 

c) On length ± 5 mm 

7 OTHER REQUIREMENTS 

7.1 Workmanship and finish, permissible defe- 
cts, tests and treatment shall be as specified in 
IS 620 ; 1985, 

8 SAMPLING 

8.1 The method of drawing representative 
samples and criteria for conformity shall be as 
prescribed in IS 620 : 1985. 

9 MARKING 

9.1 Unless specified otherwise, each handle 
shall be legibly and indelibly marked with the 
manufacturer's name, initials or recognized 
trade-mark and the year of manufacture. 

9.1.1 Each handle may also be marked with 
the Standard Mark.
